REQUIREMENTS CONCERNING THE HOLDING OF AN APPROPRIATE MEDICAL 
C E R T I F I C A T E , I T S RENEWAL, AND DISPLAY WITH RESPECT TO 

FLIGHT NAVIGATORS 

Present regulations relating to the cert i f icat ion of fl ight navigators do not prescribe 
any period of va l id i ty for medical cert i f icates for these airmen, nor are they prohibited 
from performing their duties during a period of any known physical deficiency which would 
render them unable to meet the physical requirements prescribed for the Issuance of their 
currently effective medical cert i f icates . Also, these airmen are not required to have their 
airman or medical cert i f icates in their personal possession while exercising the privileges 
of such cert i f icates and are not required to produce these cert i f icates at the request of 
proper authority. 

The purpose of this amendment Is to require an airman holding a f l ight navigator cert i f ­
icate to meet, annually, the medical standards prescribed for such cert i f icate , and to pro­
hibit him from serving as a f l ight navigator when his physical condition i s less than the re­
quirements of his effective medical cert i f icate . The amendment wi l l also require the airman 
to have his airman and medical cert i f icates In his personal possession at a l l times while 
exercising the privileges of the airman cert i f icate , and to present these cert i f icates to the 
proper authority upon request. 

interested persons have been afforded an opportunity to participate in the making of 
this amendment, and due consideration has been given to a l l relevant matter presented. 

In consideration of the foregoing the Civil Aeronautics Board hereby amends Part 34 of 
the Civil Air Regulations (14 CFR, Part 34) effective November 10, 1948: 

1. By adding s new § 34.13 to read as follows: 

34.23 Certificate. No Individual shall serve in the fl ight crew as a f l ight navigator 
unless he has in his personal possession while so serving a valid f l ight navigator c e r t i f i ­
cate issued by the Administrator. 

2. By adding a new § 34.14 to read as follows: 

$4.14 Medical certificate and renewal. No Individual shall exercise, the privi leges of a 
f l ight navigator cert if icate unless he has in his personal possession while so serving a med­
ical cert i f icate or other evidence satisfactory to the Administrator showing that he has met 
the physical requirements appropriate to his cert i f icate within the preceding 12 calendar 
months. 

3. By adding a new § 34.15 to read as follows: 

34.15 Certificate display. A fl ight navigator shall , upon request, present Ms airman' 
and medical cert i f icates for examination by any representative of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
or Administrator or by any State or local law enforcement officer. 



34-26 Operation during physical deficiency. No flight navigator shall exercise the 
privileges of his airman certif icate during any period of known physical deficiency or in­
crease In physical deficiency which would render him unable to meet the physical requirements 
prescribed for the issuance of his currently effective medical cert i f icate .
